It was understood that Rockefel­ 
ler was anxious to avoid the onus 
of having to submit the state's 
first $3-billion budget next year— 
especially at a time when he may 
be bidding for the COP presiden­ 
tial nomination.

His current budget stands at 
$2.81 billion. With state budgets 
glowing at a rate of around $2.30 
million in recent years, the next 
spending plan will top $3 billion 
unless the brakes are applied 
Rockefeller also hopes to soothe

“Well, sir,” said Noahcount Webster, the fam­ 
ous lexicographer. “I ’m happy that you came to 
me. I'm the only one who can explain to you 
w hat goes on in W ashington these days.” 
Since Samuel Johnson had defined a lexico­ 
grapher as a “harm less drudge that busies him­ 
self in tracing the origins of words,” this seemed 
a little arrogant for old Noahcount.

In the old 
days around here people used to have argum ents, 
but now everybody's more refined. Maybe it s the 
H a n ai d influence. People have to behave like 
they are taking parts in a play, even though they 
m ay hate each others’ guts. So the dialogue is 
held, and everyone takes on sort of refined-like 
over the subject of the gap. N aturally the gap is 
lost sight of as the words fill it up. And w h ile 
the dialogue proceeds, some one fires off a rocket 
or tests a new bomb or comes up w ith an idea 
th at m akes for a lot of new jobs, so the gap 
isn t the same tom orrow as it was yesterday. 
N evertheless, the dialogue continues. 
‘ Well. like I say, in the old days it was the 
custom for people who had gone dialoguing to 
spend at least half their time listening to the 
other fellow.

But today, dialogue can m ean 
monologue, too. The really m odem idea of a 
dialogue is to have two monologues going sim ul­ 
taneously.

W ASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
Chairm an John E. Moss. D-Calif., 
will take his Governm ent Infor­ 
m ation subcom m ittee into execu­ 
tive session April 26 for closed 
door hearings on w hat the W hite 
House Office of Em ergency Plan­ 
ning and the D epartm ent of De­ 
fense plan to do about censorship. 
The general impression is that 
such planning as has been done is 
now’ pretty well out-of-date. It 
is believed to be based on W orld 
W ar II experience when there 
was no enemy attack on the U. S. 
m ainland, when there were no 
rockets or missiles, when Am eri­ 
ca had a monopoly on nuclear 
w-eapons. 
In the Korean w ar all censor­ 
ship was exercised by field com­ 
m anders in the Pacific. Field cen­ 
sorship also is being exercised 
now in Vietnam, and there are 
cam plaints about that. 
Governm ent atem pts at news 
m anagem ent over the U-2 and 
the first and second Cuba crises 
created only confusion. These are 
all local affairs. There is no es­ 
tablished policy for dealing w ith 
them, either. 
If one of these limited w ars 
should lead to another world war, 
it is recognized that the United 
States would become an active 
theater of operations. 
T hat would mean m ilitary field 
censorship right here at home, all 
over. 
There would have to be news 
m anagem ent such as this country 
has never dream ed of.

itary base anywhere in this hem ­ 
isphere. For such action is a 
th reat to the security and safety 
of other countries in both N orth 
and South America. 
Mr. Kennedy reviewed at his 
news conference the steps he has 
taken to apply economic pres­ 
sure upon the Castro regime. He

To have en­ 
deavored to remove Castro by 
American action in 1959 or I960 
would certainly have alienated 
public opinion in Latin America. 
It w’as not until the latter 
part of 1960 that C astro’s alli­ 
ance with the Moscow’ govern­ 
ment w’as authoritatively estab­ 
lished. It was then that the Ei­ 
senhower adm inistration 
began 
planning an undercover opera­ 
tion to overthrow him. It w’as 
this which finally, under Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, developed into the 
Bay of Pigs invasion in April 
1961. The United States decid­ 
ed then to aid the Cuban exiles 
hut not to be a party itself to 
the m ilitary operation. 
Stronger (ane Today 
Looking back on the events 
of the last two years of the 
Eisenhower 
adm inistration, 
it 
seems illogical to contend that it 
would have been easier to inter­ 
vene then and get rid of Castro. 
Actually, there is a stronger case 
today against C astro because he 
has formed a m ilitary alliance 
with the Soviet Union and Soviet 
troops and equipment still are 
based on the island, thus consti­ 
tuting a potential threat against 
this country and other countries 
in this hemisphere.

Eyewitness Gives Answers 
on Vietnamese Fighting 
War Could Last 
Indefinite Time 


Associated Press Correspondent Goes 
Into Many Remote Areas W ith Troops 


EDITOR’S NOTE—Malcolm W. 
Browne for the last year and a 
half has been 
chief Associated 
Press correspondent in South Viet 
Nam. He has traveled into many 
remote areas with troops and re­ 
ported the action. Now in the Unit­ 
ed States briefly he has been 
asked many questions about the 
Vietnamese war. In this article he 
answers some of these questions. 
Q. How is the war in South Viet 
Nam going? 
A. For a few months the war 
has been on a kind of pleateau. 
Fighting and casualties go on, but 
neither sick1 has gained much. The 
Communists 
have 
not 
achieved 
what they; hoped to do but they 
are still fighting as hard as ever. 
Q. How long do you think it will 
take to win? 
A. Tho most discouraging aspect 
is that the Viet Cong is evidently 
recruiting fighters just as fast it 
kwes men in battle. In this pat­ 
tern the war could go on indefinite­ 
ly. Saigon and Washington hope 
the Viet Cong will realize it can't 
win and will give up. The Viet 
Cong hope's Washington will get 
tired of spending and bloodshed, 
and agree to a negotiated truce 
of the Laotian type. Neither side 
shows signs of giving in. 
Shooting. Getting Shot 
Q. How deeply is America in­ 
volved? 
A. /Vs deeply as possible—short 
of combat divisions. The decision 
has been made to hold the line 
against 
Communist 
subversion. 
Americana in Viet Nam feel that 
the White House would send in 
combat units if it became obvious 
there was no other way to win. 
As it is, GI advisers are shoot­ 
ing and getting shot. Technically, 
this is not combat, but to call it 
anything else Lh quibbling with 
words. 
Q. What would happen if Ameri­ 
ca pulled out? 
A. Most Saigon government offi­ 
cials, 
American 
diplomats 
and 
military officers agree the Com­ 
munists would take over quickly. 
Without American support. Presi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem’s government 
could not stand. The strongest op­ 
position to the government is the 
Viet Cbng. 
Not Much C hoice 
Q. Should America continue sup­ 
port of the Diem government? 
A. It Is doubtful that there Is 
much choice. America can influ­ 
ence Vietnamese policies only by 
pc*[•suasion. To use force would 
bring charges of colonialism that 
would strengthen the Communist 
[K*s it ion throughout Southeast Asia. 
The CIA is kept out of Vietnamese 
politics and confined to war ac­ 
tivity in the countryside, for the 
most part. 
Q. What is life like for the aver­ 
age American soldier? 
A. If he's in one of the support 
units, such as tile helicopter crews, 
he is under fire almost daily. Sol­ 
diers usually .serve 12-month tours 
and most I've known have been 
anxious to leave. 
Most Are Courageous 
Q. Vietnamese army units have 
been charged with lacking aggres­ 
siveness and being unwilling to 
fight. What ab ait that? 
A. Most of tile Vietnamese1 sol­ 
diers I ve known struck me as 
courageous — but if they are not 
pushed, 
thev 
insist 
on 
rooking 
lunch and having a long siesta, 
even when their units are in hot 
pursuit of the enemy. Tile Viet­ 
namese officer corps is organized 
on the biisis of political reliabili­ 
ty. Many officers are unwilling to 
initiate action that could backfire 
into a reprimand from the palace. 
Impressive j (>l» 
Q. How effectively are Ameri- 
cans waging guerrilla warfare? 
A. In general. American field of­ 
ficers and soldiers are doing an 
impressive job. Many speak Viet­ 


namese enough to communicate 
with local commanders. They have 
learned to live on local food and 
can 
keep going in the jungle. 
There are few privates and fewer 
draftees—most are seasoned pro­ 
fessionals. 
Q. How effective are helicopt­ 
ers? 
A. Without them it would be 
hard 
to continue the war, al­ 
though helicopters are easy to hit 
with a machine gun. If the Viet 
Cong had better weapons or a few- 
armed airplanes, helicopter war 
would be even more dangerous. 
But helicopters have made it pos­ 
sible to keep the Vietnamese army 
on the move. 
Q. Will Viet Nam become a sec­ 
ond Korea? 
A. Most American officials con­ 
sider this 
unlikely. 
Ambassador 
Frederick Nothing feels that nei­ 
ther North Viet Nam nor Commu­ 
nist China is in a position to risk 
that 
kind 
of war. 
North 
Viet 
Nam’s small but growing industry 
is the major hope for its econom­ 
ic future. This industry would be 
destroyed in a larger war. 
Rules bv Decree 
Q. How about progress toward 
democracy in South Viet Nam? 
A. The machinery exists but un­ 
der an emergency clause in the 
constitution President Diem rules 
by decree. There is no habeas cor­ 
pus. Secret police keep tabs on 
everything. The government con­ 
tends that democracy must be 
built from the hamlet level up­ 
ward. educating peasants and get­ 
ting them accustomed to the dem­ 
ocratic process. Cities say that 
unless Saigon moves faster toward 
giving the people a voice in their 
government, the Viet Cong will re­ 
main popular. 
Charming, Powerful 
Q. 
How 
much influence does 
Mine. Ngo Dinh Mhu, tire first 
lady, have? 
A. She is very powerful. She is 
the wife of Diem’s brother, re­ 
garded as the second most power­ 
ful man in the country. Mme. Nhu j 
is beautiful and charming, with an j 
extremely forceful personality and. 
a good deal of political .strength! 
in her own right. She has been] 
charged 
by 
many 
opposition 
leaders 
of 
c o r r u p t 
dealings 
foreign banks. I asked her about 
these charges once, and she an­ 
swered that her family had always 
tx en 
wealthy 
and 
didn't 
need 
more money. She was much more 
interested in power, she said. 
Q. How big a factor is Commu­ 
nist infiltration through Laos? 
A 
North 
Vietnamese 
agents 
come in through Laos steadily, but 
intelligence men feel the rate is 
not numerically great—a few hun­ 
dred a month. There is no evi­ 
dence of weapons being infiltrated. 
Chinese-made 
medical 
supple es 
and North Vietnamese uniforms 
turn up, and some rice is smug-! 
gird. The main strength of the 
Viet Cong seems to be internal. I 
Even if the Laotian border could 
be sealed. I think the war would 
continue pretty much as it is. 
I se Captured Weapons 
Q. Where does the Viet Cong get 
lls weapons? 
A. Mast Viet Cong weaoons now I 
are new U.S. military weapons, i 
captured in ambushes on govern-; 
nient units and attacks on out-; 
posts. Often a Viet Cong unit is 
organized initially with no weap­ 
ons. The political organizer tells 
his men and women that they 
must fight at first with handmade 
arms — spears, daggers, swords 
and crude shotguns. To get better 
weapons, the unit must capture 
them from the enemy. The system 
evidently works. Viet Cong arms 
now include modem recoilless can­ 
non. heavy mortars, good machine | 
guns and very large supplies of 
submachine guns. 
Q. To what extent U the war 
spilling over into the civilian popu­ 
lation?
